In 1856 he ‘removed ‘to 
Schenectady, N.Y., where he estab- 
lished the Schenectgdy . Agricultural 
Works. Young George received. his 
early education in the public schools 
of Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and seemed to have inherited from 
his father not only love for mechani- 
cal science, but ‘also inventive ‘ability. 
He spent a.great deal of his time in 
bis father's factbry and became thor- 
oughly familiar with machinery and 
the mechanical principles upon which 
they. Were based. He was only fifteen 
years old when he made his first in‘ 
vention, a rotary engine, which he af- 
terwards perfected. — 

As a young man be became inter- 
ested in. military matters and he be- 
came a-thember of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment of the New York _National 
Guard. When the Civil War began-he 
enlisted and served in the Sixteenth 
New, York Cavalry from June 1863 un- 
til Noyember, 1864, when he became 
an assistant engincer in the navy, 
serving on the Muscota and later in 
the Potomac fleet. After the close of 
the war he returned to Schenectady 
and. entered. Union College for a class- 
ical course.

He is in the big block sur- 
veyed and héld by the Dominion gov- 
ernment for settlers, which is being 
settled up rapidly. The country on 
both sides of the Pottce Coupee river 
is prairie to the extent of some 200,- 
000 acres, and is already a name to 
conjure With among the intending im- 
migrants from the Edmonton side. 

The climate of this country seems 
to be delightful, both in summer and 
winter, and some idea of the short du- 
ration of snow will be gained from 
the fact that the snow was beginning 
to melt from the trail out even on 
March 1. This year the snow did not 
begin to lie ntil the middle of Jan- 
uary. In the cummer, the big brown 
mcsquito is thick on bimman skin and 
antmal hide for about a month, and 
following him comes the season of 
the no-see-ums, but it is by no means 
general {o wear mosquito bar in the 
Pouce Coupee.

“I donot know much about the tariff, but i Loe this much, 
when we buy manufactured goods abroad wo get the goods 
and the foreigner gets the money. When we buy manufact- 
ured goods at home we get. the goods and money. Mt 


My reason for thinking that Lincoln never said his ie that 


he was not a fool. He knew that a good rule must work both 
ose eg In tho case supposed both the foreigner and ourgelves 
double their wealth by not trading at all. How strange 


that the world never before discovered this method of amass- 


ing riches by abolishing commerce altogether! 

The fallacy in the quoted saying consists in the misuse of the 
word money. When we buy goods abrond wedo not pay for 
them with money but with our own products—in Lincoln's 
time mostly with wheat, corn, beef and cotton; at the present 
time largely and increasingly with automobiles, sewing mach- 
ines, typewriters, locomotives and other manufactures. Very 
little money passes between us and the foreigner, just enough 
tw settle balances arrising from the exchange of goods. Some- 
times the balance is for us and sometimes ayainst us.—Ex, 


CROP CONDITIONS ARE ~ 
BETTER THAN EVER BEFORE. 


ARMERS OF THE DISTRICT DECLARE that conditions 
for growing ¢rops were never better than this spring.

iA large namber of grain-growers of this district have follow- 
ed the example set by those who hive made the best success of 
raising wheat and have seeded a variety known as “Marquis”. 
Thie variety has not been known long, but its good qualities as 
$o germination and rapid ripening have become sufficiently 
well known to éentitleits extensive use in climates such as 
Alberta gets. 

“The acreage seeded in wheat this year is somewhat greater 
than last and those who engage in grain-growing are sceming- 
ly willing to take the cliance of early frosts and a dry summer. 
Both of these, however, have been and will he overcome by 
these who have seeded early and huve given necessary atten- 
tion to the treatment of the soil by either scientitic or practic- 
al methods. 

Another good crop in the Wainwright district will afford 
those who grow grain here an opportunity of getting on their 
feet in a manner those who have resided in older parts for 
years have done through many bad crops and » few good ones.
